Pin Head Worsteds 


Pumping water for 
irrigation by 


electric power has been tried in Santa 
Clara valley, California. At the ranch. 
of F. Hi. Bean Is a main wire of the 
Standard Electric Company. Connec- 
tions were made with his 
pumping; 


plant last week and a most successful 
experiment of pumping for irrigation 
with electricity waa made. The result* 
obtained were from the use of a flve- 
horae-powef, three phase reduction 
motor attached to an ordinary centrifu- 
gal pump. With the motor speeded 
for a two-horse-power, a flow of 260 
gallons of water waa obtained; and 
with the power Increased 
to 
four> 


Horse -power almost 400 {gallons per 
minute were elevated with great force. 
The water was raised from a well 1M 
feet deep. 


It does seem that the rich valleys of 


Nevada are behind the times. Almost 
anywhere in this valley water can be 
obtained at about ten feet, and there Is 
an abundance of It in most localities, 
with splendid water power In the ad- 
jacent mountains to generate electric 
power. With or without storage res- 
ervoirs on our rivers, there are thous- 
ands of acres of rich sagebrush lands 
in Nevada that can be transformed In- 
to beautiful homes and productive 
fields.

THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION. 


J I ''HE work of the Industrial Commission has been 


* 
completed and its final work is being turned 


over to Congress as fast :is it can be prepared. The 
wide scope covered by the commission is evident 
from the recommendations it makes. 


Regarding injunctions, the commission says: 
The injunction is a high prerogative writ, and 


shouW be awarded only after the most careful ex- 
amination by a tribunal thoroughly competent. 


Statutes should prevent any intimidation at fed- 


eral elections, and the importation and sale of con- 
vict made goods from one State into another with- 
out agreement; and a consistent code of laiv regu- 
lating all matters concerning employment in rail- 
way labor should be enacted. 


The rcorainendation of the commission on the 


subject ot immigration: 


General revision and codification of immigration 


laws. 


Increasing the head tax from $i to $3. 
Effective inspection along the Canadian and 


Mexican borders. 


The exclusion and deportation of anarchists. 
Renewal and continuance of the Chirlese exclu- 


sion laws. 


The period of deportation, it is recommended 


should be extended to five years. 


As to taxation the commission recommends: 
Th»t the States abandon the regular property 


tax and raise their revenues by taxes on corpora- 
jtioas, inheritances and incomes, 
supplemented 


when necessary by indirect taxation. 


That corporations, public service and other, be 


taxed by State boards at rates 6xed by legislation 
upon ihe value of their franchises, assessed accord- 
ing to the actual value of their real estate as assess- 
ed locally, and that the real estate owned by them 
be taxed locally as other real estate is taxed. 


TJiat th« lyattnj of ItvyiaggjadnatwJ taxes upon 


inheritances be adopted by those States which do 
not employ it, and that it be abandoned by the fed- 
eral government. 


The taxes upon corporations, inheritances, etc., 


be supplemented by a graduated tax upon incomes, 
to be levied and collected by the State.- 


That notes, mortgages and other like property 


be taxed by the State at full value, but at low fixed 
rates, through appropriate listing and recording 
systems. 


Not all of these recommendations will reach the 


point of being seriously considered by Congress. 
Not all of them may be right. They serve, howev- 
er, to show that there is'a wide opportunity for re- 
form in the industrial affairs of the country. 
The 


commission has heard many witnesses, has visited 
many sections, has gone deeply into the subject it 
was authorized to investigate. Its report affords an 
opportunity for non-partisan legislation that may 
be of great value.

CANAL SCHEMES ABROAD

Not only will the industries of the 
country be stimulated by improved transportation 
facilities, but the benefits will be felt and acknow- 
ledged by those races which have been restive un- 
der Austrian rule.
